EMPRESS LINERS TO 
HAVE THERMOMETERS 
INSTALLED ON RULES 

Will Register Temperature of 
Water at Considerable 
Depth 


Vancouver, Nov. 22.—AH hope of 
an amicable settlement of Van¬ 
couver’s waterfront strike was de¬ 
feated last night when a secret ballot 
revealed that the striking longshore¬ 
men had voted 1,007 to nlnetenn to 
reject the offer of the Bhlpping Fed¬ 
eration. This offer invited the strik¬ 
ers to return to work at pre-strike 
wages and working conditions, under 
an open-shop system. The strikers 
to-day held a mass meeting which 
lasfed four hours. 

A committee of the Trades and 
Lsibor Council, which has been medi¬ 
ating between strikers and employ¬ 
ers, offered to continue its efforts. A 
vote of thanks' was tendered to this 
committee and their offer referred 
to the strikers' committee. 

Neither strikers nor employsrs had 
made any statement last night.' 
Each had previously declared its In¬ 
tention to fight the issue to a finish. 
The strike has lasted since October 
I, and the longshortng work is being 
carried on with unorganised strike¬ 
breakers. The chief issue is a demand 
for five cents nn hour bonus for 
lumber loading. It is said bv the 
strikers thatf this branch of the work 
is still seriously handicapped by the 
strike. Grain handling is not af¬ 
fected, according to the employers.

Thiepval and Armentieres 
Will Patrol West Coast 

Are Being Conditioned For 
New Work 

The last phaie tif the life-saving 
improvements on the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island writ! go into effect 
this week it was learned this merg¬ 
ing when It was intimated that the 
H.M.C.S. Thiepval and the H.M.C.8. 
Armentieres were being overhauled 
preparatory to being stationed at 
Bunfield, where they will carry on 
the work of life-saving should there 
be any necessity for it during the 
Winter month*. 

The establishment of a rocket gun 
at Banfleld, the erection of the di rec¬ 
tion finding station at Pachena Point, 
and the communication it will nfford 
between Banfleld and this lighthouse a 
are the other precautions that have 
been taken by the Dominion Govern- [ 
rnent this year in safeguarding the 
lives of mariners off the "graveyard 
of the Pacific.” These big improve¬ 
ments are the outcome of many re- 
sfttufMme, amt strong appeals follow¬ 
ing the wreck of the steamer Alaskan 
off Pachena Point last Winter.
